WORLD YOUTH CUP 

AUSTRALIA, OCTOBER 1981 


It is easy to be misled by the title 
World Youth Championship for those 
not familiar with international soccer 
and presume that the event features 
national teams of children playing 
soccer. 

The majority of the players are aged 
between 18and20.andareonthe threshold 
of their domestic and international playing 
careers The 1979 Championshtpis in Japan 
heralded the discovery of the new soccer 
supierstar Diego Maradona, and it is most 
likely that the 1981 Championship will 
uncover a number of other talented 
mtemational stars. These young men arc 
the champions of their nations and will be 
competing to become the Young 
Champions of the world 

The standard of play exhibited by the 
National Youth Teams from the sixteen 
piartiapating countries wiO have to be seen 
to be believed Many of the players also 
compete in their National Teams and the 
majonty of them play in the First Division of 
Leagues in their home countries Never 
before has such an assembly of international 
sporting talent been put together in one 
single sporting event in Australia. The 
combined worth on the international soccer 
market of all the young players visiting 
Australia would run into millions of dollars. 
Perhaps the figure is almost incalculable 
Particularly when one considers that Craig 
Johnston, an Australian now resident in 
England, was recently sold to Liverpool by 
Middlesborough for some 1.5 miOion dollars 
and IS still aged only 21. 

Diego Maradona was recently sold for 8 
million dollars in a move between clubs! 

Maradona was m the Argentinian 
National ‘A' Team before he played in the 
Youth Championship Final in Japan It is 
more than likely that several of the 
Australian Youth Team wi8 also have 
earned a place m the National ‘A’ Team 
before October, similar to Steven Blair who 
played in the first New Zealand v Australia 
game 


Of the 15 finalist teams who will 
Australia, no fewer than six have c!ir 
soccer's ‘Everest’ to win the World Cup. ' 
The world wide prestige of the 
Championship is assured because for 
first time m the Championship's short 
history, the European National Teams havf: 
mounted a formidable challenge 

UEFA, the controlling body in Furop^j. 
is wholeheartedly behind the 1981 
Championship in Australia. After 
Argentina’s double in the World Cup and 
Youth Championship in 1978 and 1979, the 
Europeans arc keen to prove a point - lioth 
here and in Spam next year 


The UEFA Tournament to decide 
Europe’s six qualifiers for Australia 
finally whittled dowm from thirty previi 
qualifiers. And no one can argue about 
quality of the final six who in order < 
England, winners of the Tournai 
Perfand, Italy, Spain, Romania and Germal 
FR. 

Germany FR were late substitutes foi 
Holland The Dutch, so long 
trerxlsetters in Eropean footbaB. 
forced to withdraw after domestic 
difficulties with clubs over the release ( 
players 

England, who have stood aloof from iht 
previous two years’ Champion^ips. i 
obviously mtent on restoring their s _ 
mtemational reputation in the Australia! 
Championship. Their squad, under tb! 
guidance of Tom Cartwright and Naliof 
Manager Ron Greenwood, will inclui 
players already hardened in the hurly burl| 
of the toughest league in the world. 

A typical product is eighteen year o 
Paul Allen from West Ham. EveryoeW’* 
witnessed West Ham’s well mented vktot 
over Arsenal in the FA Cup Final i 
Wembley will remember Paul. The teem 
made Cup history by becoming 
youngest ever Wembley winner 

Despite the powerful European thr« 
there is every charKe they will be < 
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shadowed by the skill and individual 
brilliance of the South American contingent. 

Uraguay, whose National ‘A’ Team 
have lust won the Gold Cup, topped the 
South American qualifymg section with the 
ever consistent Brazilians in second place. 
And both are coming to Australia 

Argentina, the holders of the Youth 
Championship, surprisingly finished third 
and then won through after competing 
against Israel and New Zealand. 

Unlike the World Cup. the holders of 
the trophy do not get automatic entry in the 
FIFA World Youth Championship. 

The most intriguing qualifier must be 
the United States. The Americans battled 
through against Honduras in a dramatic 
Final which went to extra time, and was then 
decided at 9-8 on penalty kicks. The star of 
that five-nation qualifying section was Tom 
McKain of the United States, and anyone 
who thinks the Americans will be a 
pushover should pause to reflect on their 
goal sconng ability in that tournament In 
their first qualifying section the crackshots 
from the United States netted 13 goals and 
their defence conceded only one. Now the 
United States, a colossus in other world 
sports, are determined to establish 
themselves in the only truly international 
sports arena — the soccer field. 

Six venues will be used for the finals in 
Australia in October. The Sydney Cricket 
Ground in Sydney, Olympic Park in 
Melbourne. Lang Park in Brisbane. 
Hindmarsh Stadium in Adelaide, the 
Internationai Sports Centre in Newicastle 
and the National Athlehc Stadium in 
Canberra. 

The Opening Ceremony will be held in 
Melbourne and the closing Final Ceremony 
and Final in Sydney. 

The Championship will kick off with 
four double header fixtures on Saturday. 
October 3 in Sydney, Melbourne. Brisbane 
and Adelaide. 

Two single lies will be played on 
Monday, October 5 in Sydney and 
Newcastle. The next day, Tuesday. 
October 6, three more double header ties 


will be played in Melbourne, Brisbane and 
Adelaide 

The elimination series will conclude 
with a full round of two matches on 
Thursday, October 8 in Sydney, 
Melbourne. Bnsbanc and Canberra 

The winners and runners-up from each 
group in the senes will meet in the Quarter 
Finals on Sunday. October 11 in Sydney, 
Melbourne, Canberra and Newcastle In 
each case the winner of one group will play 
the runners-up from another group This 
gives the top teams a chance to reach the 
Semi-Finals 

Sydney and Melbourne are the venues 
for the Semi Finals on Wednesday, October 
14 The play off for third place will be held in 
Adelaide on Saturday. October 17 

Then to round off this magnificent 
sporting event the Final will be staged on 
Sunday, October 18 at the Sydney Cricket 
Ground in Sydney before what is expected 
to be one of the largest spectator crowds for 
any event this year

At bverpool Bill Shankly forged the 
tradition that the bulk of training should 
comprise five-a side games with variables 
such as one touch per pass, two touch per 
pass and so on, varying the size of the 
playing area, being permitted to score only 
off headers or voDeys etc. These frainir^ 
sessions introduce and cultivate some very 
important factors which can relate to 
success and entertainment on the park. 

1 They sharpen skill and awareness and 
produce boys able to play with their heads 
up 

2 They arc enjoyable, therefore the 
players participate with enthusiasm. 

3 They bear a direct relation to the sort of 
problems, players face in a projjer match 

4 Tliey produce team unity and sharpen 
understanding between players 

5 They easily identify the more skilful and 
the harder working players 

6 They require a high work rate and when 
played properly are ideal fitness sessions 

7 They involve all players at once 

Now. compare the above with some of 

the popular techniques I've seen lately 
Thesr include running young players 
aroufKl an oval without a ball in sight, having 
five players dribble up and down the park 
while the rest stand idle waiting for their turn 
and sj^vnding time on a couple of players 
practising a set play while the rest remain 
unoccupied 

No wonder so many drop out of the 
game. Soccer was meant toenteriain stoung 
players, not bore them senseless My other 
tip to junior coaches is to bring as many balls 
as possible to training PlayerM learn nothiiig 
if they don't gel the feel of that ball 
Additionally, very young players do not 
develop the sharing and teamwork 
technique until a little later so it m vital that 
they s»f a lot of the ball and areeiKOUiaged 
to master it
